DAILY PROCEEDINGS 

OF THE 

Eighty-Seventh Annual Conference 

The Eighty-Seventh Annual Conference of the Metho- 
dist Protestant Church began its session in the Methodist 
Protestant Church at Jonesboro, Louisiana, on the 20th day 
M October, 1933, at 10:00 A. M. The President of the an- 
nual conference, Rev. F. Lyman Shows, being in the chair.

PRESIDENT'S REPORT 

To the Eighty-Seventh Session of the Louisiana Annual 
Conference Methodist Protestant Church. 

Greetings in Jesus Name : 

The following week after the last session of our annual 
Conference I entered into the work and have given my time 
without reserve throughout the year. Our Heavenly Father 
has been so very kind to us, sparing all our ministers with 
exception of our beloved Brother J. C. Hearne, who was call- 
ed to his reward in the-early part of the year. And just at 
this time while writing my report, my phone rings and I am 
informed of the tragic demise of another of our Holy Breth- 
ren in the person of Rev. 0. W. Stewart, who passed to his 
reward on October 18th, near Ferriday, La. To know Brother 
Stewart was to love him. 

Considering the unusual conditions existing throughout 
the country, this has been a fairly good year. A number of 
good successful revivals have been held with a goodly num- 
ber of additions to the church. I have traveled about twen- 
ty-one thousand miles, have held forty-eight quarterly con- 
ferences, assisted in five revival meetings, and have visited 
and preached in all the churches I could reach. 
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Official Acts 

In November, I released Rev. W. F. Ragsdale from the 
Bastrop work and appointed Rev. I. A. Patton pastor. On 
December 15th, I appointed Rev. J. C. Hearne, associate pas- 
tor of the Monroe church. Early in the year I appointed Rev 
E H Grant, pastor of the Urania church; about the same 
time I released Rev. G. A. McVey from the Hef lin church and 
appointed Rev. W. F. Ragsdale pastor. On January 1st, 1 
appointed Rev. J. F. Reid pastor of Summerseat church. 
After Rev.' J. C. Hearne took sick I released Rev. J. W. Lee 
from the Jena and Beulah churches and appointed him asso- 
ciate pastor of the Monroe church. About May 1st I appoint- 
ed Rev. J. E/Garlington pastor of Jena and Beulah churches. 
In March I released Rev. F. L. Hearne from Cooley church 
-and appointed Rev. G. A. McVey pastor. Early in the spring 
I appointed Mrs. M. E. Perdue pastor of the Courtland 
church. In July I released Rev. J. A. Holt from Border Lane 
church. 

Recommendations 

I have only a few recommendations to offer, the first 
thing I would mention is that I feel that we should pray for 
a closer unity in our conference. Second, we should put 
forth an effort to get into new fields and establish new 
churches, for I am sure that there is yet plenty of room for 
the expansion of the Methodist Protestant Church. Third, 
our pastors should press upon our churches to observe the 
four special days designated for the purpose of raising mon- 
ey for our World Service Program. Fourth, we should have 
a Missionary Auxiliary in every church.

EDUCATION REPORT 

We, your committee on Education, after much thought and 
having carefully viewed the field, submit the following re- 
commendations: 

II Inasmuch as the Methodist church was born out of ne- 
cessity for the promotion of Scriptural Holiness and inas- 
much as God has so signally blessed us we want to go on 
v record as still adhering to the original fundamental teaching 
of Methodism. 

We further recommend that every pastor use their in- 
fluence to encourage their congregations to attend such in- 
stitutions of learning as will establish them in the saving 
graces of Jesus Christ and cause them to earnestly groan af- 
ter the perfecting of Holiness in this life. 

We also recommend that the president be authorized to 
appoint a committee to investigate the advisability of open- 
ing a ministerial institute for the benefit of such members 
of our conference who feel the need of further study and can 
not attend a regular college or seminary. 

We further recommend that all ministers coming to us 
for itinerancy and orders be advised and encouraged to at- 
tend such institutions "as will give them such qualifications 
as are here mentioned. 

We further recommend that our pastors preach at least 
one time to each of their congregations on fundamental chris 
tian education. '

Section 1. No delegates shall be entitled to a seat in the 
annual conference without proper credentials or other satis- 
factory evidence of his election; and in case of alternate, the 
certificate shall so express it. 

Section 2. Delegates to the annual conference shall be 
elected from the members in good standing and m full mem- 
bership, over the age of fifteen years. In circuits, stations, 
and missions, it shall be the duty of the Steward to designate 
the time and place and give notice of election. The election 
shall be held under the direction of the Stewards; and they 
shall act as judges of the election and cause the same to be 
returned to the Fourth Quarterly Conference, there to be 
compiled and consolidated. The person or persons receiving 
a plurality vote shall be declared duly elected delegate or

Section 7. The Board of Stewards of each Charge shall 
soon after the adjournment of the annual conference meet 
and in connection with the pastor proportion the assessment 
made by the Fourth Quarterly Conference for the support of 
the pastor. The proportion to be made to each class accord- 
ing to ability and willingness to pay and that the Stewards 
see that the same is paid promptly and m connection with 
Section 7, we recommend that each Steward keep a non- 
effective roll, noting those that are able and do not contribute 
to the support of the pastor, the president and to the gen- 
eral interest of the church and that the Stewards notify the 
pastor of the number of members that do not help support 
the church. 

Section 8. On all subjects involving the financial inter- 
est of the church no one shall be entitled to vote except those 
who are eighteen years of age and are contributing members 
in full membership. 

Section 9. Any member twenty-one years of age and in 
good standing and in full membership for one year is eligi- 
ble to any office in the church and as a delegate to the an- 
nual conference; provided that where a church, circuit, sta- 
tion or mission has no member of said age, they may place 
in office in the church or elect as delegate to the annual con- 
ference such as are not twenty-one years of age and such as 
have not been members qne year. 

Section 10. Due notice shall be given, previous to any ac- 
tion to be taken that involves the financial interest of the 
Church. 

Section 11. The term of office of Conference Steward 
shall be one year. 

Section 12. The Conference Steward shall be required to 
receive and hold all moneys collected for various benevolent 
purposes from the different charges, also Conference collec- 
tions. 
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Section 13. It shall be the duty of the conference stew- 
ard to settle all incidental expenses of the conference out of 
the conference collections during the session and present the 
remainder to the conference for disbursement. 

Section 14. He shall pay over to the different boards or 
persons authorized to receive same all money received for 
the various benevolent purposes taking receipt and at which 
any other business in his hands shall make proper exhibit to 
the conference during the session at which he was appoint- 
ed; also at the expiration of his term of office. 

Section 15. At the first quarterly conference of each 
conference year the pastor shall call attention to the amount 
of the assessment made by the fourth quarterly conference 
for his support during the year. Immediately after each 
quarterly conference the pastor shall call attention of each 
class to the amount of his salary that is unpaid and in case 
the pastor neglects to do this, the Steward will not be held 
responsible if the full amount is not paid. 

Section 16. There shall be appointed at each session of 
the annual conference a minister or preacher to preach an 
opening sermon at the sitting of the next annual session. 

Section 17. The proceedings of the annual conference 
shall be recorded by the secretary and properly arranged for 
printing in the annual minutes for which she shall receive 
reasonable compensation and the minutes shall be signed by 
the President and the Secretary. 

Section 18. The secretary shall take charge of all books 
and journals, records and proceedings of the conference and 
transmit the same to the conference at its next session. 

Section 19. The President shall be stationing authority 
of the conference, calling to his aid as council one layman 
from each work represented. 

Section 20. In stationing the ministers and preachers, 
there shall not be given to any one appointment who m the 
opinion of a majority of the members is incompetent for the 
duties thereof, or who they believe will neglect the appoint- 
ments and such ministers and preachers may be transferred 
by conference to the unstationed list ; provided that no min- 
ister or preacher who in the judgment of the conference is

Section 8. When any member is about to speak in debate 
or deliver any matter to the Conference, he shall arise and 
respectfully address the President but shall not proceed un- 
til recognized by him. 

No member .shall be interrupted while speak- 
ing except by the President to call him to order when he de- 
parts from the question or uses personalities or disrespectful 
■language; but any member may call the attention of the 
president to the subjects when he deenuTa speaker^out of 
order and any. member may explain when he thinks himseii 
misrepresented. 

Section 10. When a member wishes to spea'k on a ques- 
tion of privilege he shall briefly state the question, but it 
shall not be in order for him to proceed until the President 
shall decide it a privileged question. - 

Section 11. No person' shall speak ' more than twice on 
the same question nor more than five minutes at one time 
without leave of the conference; nor, shall any member speak 
more than once until every member choosing to speak have 
spoken; provided however, that the mover of a resolution or 
a committee making a report shall in- all cases be entitled to 
five minutes to close the debate. ' 

Section 12. When a motion or resolution shall have been 
voted upon by the conference it shall be in order for any 
member who voted with the prevailing^ to move a . recon- 
sideration but a motion to reconsider is a non-debatable mo- 
tion, and must be decided without debate. 

Section 13. No person shall absent himself from the con, 
f erence without leave, unless he is sick or unable to attend. 
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Section 14. No member shall be allowed to vote on any 
question who is not within the Bar when such question is put 
by the President except by leave of the Conference when he 
shall be necessarily absent. 

Section 15. Every member who is in the bar at the time 
the question is put shall give his vote, unless the conference 
for special reason excuse him. 

Section 16. It shall be in order for any member to call 
for the ayes and nays on any question before the conference 
and if the call be sustained by one-third of the members 
present, the vote shall be taken by the ayes and nays. 

Section 17. It shall be in order to move the question be 
taken without further debate on any measure pending before 
the conference except in cases where character is involved. 

Section 18. A motion to adjourn shall always be in or- 
der and shall be decided without debate. 

Section 19. The president shall appoint the chairman of 
committees on subjects of general interest and notify each 
chairman of his appointment at least ten days before each 
session of the conference. 

Section 201 The committee on examination shall be ap- 
pointed one year in advance and meet at next annual con- 
ference one day prior to convening of that body and that the 
under-graduates meet such committee for the purpose of be- 
ing examined in their studies. 

Section 21. No minister or preacher who are members 
of this conference shall intrude themselves on any station, 
circuit or mission without first receiving an invitation or 
permission from the pastor in charge.
